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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment has been entered. 

Applicant is further reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1.56, to 
timely apprise the Office of any information which is material to patentability of the 
claims under consideration in this reissue application. 

The listing of references in the specification [or on the copy of the original patent] 
is not a proper information disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all 
patents, publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and 
MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but 
must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been 
cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claims 1-54 are pending. 
Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The original patent, or a statement as to loss or inaccessibility of the original 
patent, must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. See 37 CFR 
1.178. 
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Claim Rejections 

1. Claims 37-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being based upon new matter 
added to the patent for which reissue is sought. The added material which is not 
supported by the prior patent is as follows: these claims call for a screen "jacket", which 
is not described in the original application. 

2. Claims 22-26, 28-44, and 46-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being an 
improper recapture of broadened claimed subject matter surrendered in the application 
for the patent upon which the present reissue is based. See Hester Industries, Inc. v. 
Stein, Inc., 142 F.3d 1472, 46 USPQ2d 1641 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Clement, 131 F.3d 
1464, 45 USPQ2d 1161 (Fed. Cir. 1997); Ball Corp. v. United States, 729 F.2d 1429, 
1436, 221 USPQ 289, 295 (Fed. Cir. 1984). A broadening aspect is present in the 
reissue which was not present in the application for patent. The record of the 
application for the patent shows that the broadening aspect (in the reissue) relates to 
subject matter that applicant previously surrendered during the prosecution of the 
application. Accordingly, the narrow scope of the claims in the patent was not an error 
within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 251 , and the broader scope surrendered in the 
application for the patent cannot be recaptured by the filing of the present reissue 
application. 

Regarding apparatus claims 22-26: 

Each independent apparatus claim in the patent calls for the screen to be 
pleated, however this limitation is not found in claims 22-26. In prosecution of the 
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application; the circumferentially pleated aspect of these claims was specifically argued. 
See pages 5 and 6 of applicant's response filed 12/6/2000. 

Regarding process claims 28-44, and 46-54: 

Each independent process claim in the patent calls for the screen to be 
circumferentially pleated, however this limitation is not found in claims 28-44, and 46-54. 
In prosecution of the application; the circumferentially pleated aspect of these claims 
was specifically argued. See page 6, last paragraph of applicant's response filed 
12/6/2000; and page 5, paragraphs 4-6 of applicant's response filed 2/2/2001 . 

This is a clear indication that the broadening of claims 28-44, and 46-54, by 
omission of "circumferentially pleated", is an improper recapture of subject matter 
surrendered in the application for the patent upon which the present reissue is based. 

Claims 27 and 45 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
